BROKEN BY DOWNPOUR 
WHICH BRINGS FLOOD 

Last week's drizzlins rain which ex¬ 
tended over most of two days and cnl- 
ndnated in the downpour on ICriday 
was just entitled to the hackne.vi'd 
deslRuation of ‘unusual weather.” In 
proof of the statement may be cited 
the fact that all rainfiill records for 
the month of .lune wen* broken. The 
tidal for the storm was l.r>l! inch(“S. Si¬ 
erra .Madre makiiiR the hiRlu'St sliow- 
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came in the form of a driz- 
fell interniittenll.v duriiiR 
and Thursda.v and l•'rlda.v. 
ilownpour eharaeterized bv 
some of the iiapers as it cloudimrst, 
came earlv Friilay afternoon. For a 
few minutes the water came down in 
enormous viditme, I’easiiiR almost as 
suddenly as it bad bcRun. Within a few 
minutes the Rutters were runnInB full 
or overllowiiiK and the Hood of water 
cominR down from the

This condition furnished sulTieient evi- i 
di'iiee as to why Southern t’alifornians 
are content to k" without rain diirini; 
the summer montlis.

.lune. The records of Hu* Weather 
liureau in Los .ItiReles kept for a 
period of .‘t.-, years are saiil to eontain 
no reeord of any rainfall bite in .lune 
prior to that recorded last week. 

It Is jitiiled. howi'ver. that in tlie 
Norllnrn part of the stale, in 1SS4. 
there was a heiivy ami continuous 
rainfall at the emi of .lune. 


ERROR IN TAX LIST 


(Waller V. Woehike in Sunset .Maft- 
iizine for .Inly) 

Liite In the seventies a severe 
drouRht visited piirts of California. 
'I’he winter was dry. the huncl.-Rrass 
would not Rrow. ihousiinds of cattle 
sijirved on the raiiRes. Around the 
little IrriRiited eidony of .\naheim. <'i 
Rreen o.asls on the tawny plain, hun- 
Rer-maddcned sti’crs Rathered in such 
niimbeis th.it the streets had to be 
biirrieaded to kei'p the animals out. 
The fainn rs were penniless for :i year. 

Deticient i-.alnfall b.ive marked the 
[last winter and spriiiR. < >n larRc areas 
the ineaRcr stiind of Rr:iln, not worth 
the eultitiR even for hay. was pastured. 
Wheat, barley and hay in many dis¬ 
tricts were a total failure. Herds had 
to be shipped out to distant ranRes. 
Lack of moisture reduced the bean 
crop to sevent.v per cent of its normal 
sizr-. Deciduous fruit trees in unir- 
riRated districts Isire sparcel.y. 
similar drouRhl twent.v-live years ago 
wduhl have cut the volume of the Col- 
den State’s busini-ss in two. 

Drought was not the only unfavor- 
.ahle factor. SIxt.v per cent of the cit¬ 
rus crop was destroyed hy frost. Cold 
likewise touched the early-blossom- 
itiR almond and wiped out two-thirds 
of the bloom. The yiidd of apricots 
was light; peaches w ere below normal, 
cherries did not do well. Raisins last 
-eason barely broiiRlil the cost of pro¬ 
duction. 

Doesn’t that sound like the wall 
that used to arise from K.insas in a 
grasshopper year? However, there is 
a reverse side to the medal. 

HuildinR permits and hank clearings 
in Los .ViiRcles the Hrst live months of 
the year broke all iirevious records; 
in San I-'rancIsco, San Diego. .Sacra¬ 
mento and Fresno these barometers 
of business stood at normal or above. 
Railroad earnings showed no dimin¬ 
ution. Registration of motor-cars 
passed well above ins.unn and the de¬ 
mand f.ir automobiles continued brisk 

In view of the preceding list of har¬ 
rowing calamities, what is the reason 
for the normallv prosperous condition 
of business In Cilifornla? 

Irrigation, insuiing independi nee of 
rainfall, is one reason. The truly as¬ 
tonishing diversity of the stati's pro¬ 
ducts is amdher. The high jirices 
realiztd for the short crops is a third 
one. I’elween them they account for 
the lack of commercial crejie. Here 
is the silver lining of the cl.nid that 
lirought much frost and little rain 

The unfrozen third if the citrus 
crop is bringing jirices so high that 
the growers count on half of a normal 
si-ason’s cash receipts. Oratige trees 
tdossomed heavily, promising i*racli- 
callv a full harvest for the coming 
ve.ar. .\nti the planting of new citrus 


groves in central and northern Cali¬ 
fornia continued at such a rajiid iiace 
that the jirice of nursery stock went 
soaring. 

Reaches and aiiricots, thinned by 
frost, attained to large sizes and are 
bringing good jirices. Rlums and 
prunes are u]) to the average; figs and 
walnuts give iiromise of a full crori. 
The cantaloup area has increa.sed and 
shli'inents are now in full swing. Rais¬ 
in grapes are in good condition, fin av¬ 
erage crop is assureil and the largest 
liortion of the output has been signed 
over to the newly organized coofiera- 
tive selling agency at remunerative 
rates. Almost thirty thousand acres 
of long stfi|)le cotton assures the plant¬ 
ers of a Ifirge income. The rice acre¬ 
age in the ftficramento valle.v has 
doubled. F.xtremely liigh olive prices 
have stimuliited idfinting along a north 
and south stretch of five hundred 
miles. Taide and wine graiies suffered 
little b.v drought and not at all hy 
frost; a truce among the warring wine¬ 
makers and Co-operative selling by 
table-.graiie growers hold out hope of 
am|>le returns this fall. Dfiiry pro¬ 
ducts and imultry have been Hrm. 
Roth In acreage and yield sugar beets 
—f’alifornia leads the nation in beet- 
sugar iiroduetion—are about normal 
owing to irrigation. The immense, ever 
growing firea of irrigfited alfalffi is 
swelling the bank ecounts of the own¬ 
ers, Taking it from one end of the 
long state to the other, the figricul- 
tiiral samlwich is buttered sjiarsely 
only in spots; most of it is covered 
with a thick layer of nutritious fat. 

■Mining, an important industry, is 
active. Road-bulhling. the extetisions 
of electric rtiilway systems, the col¬ 
ossal development of h\ilro-electric 
|iower fire keeping thousands of men 
biisv. The petroleum outimt of the 
yefir's first half exceeded forty milliem 
barrels, and in Mfircb the net price 
jiaid the members of the Inibpendent 
Rroducirs' ..Vgenc.v was thirt.v-six 
cents a bfirrel, as agftinst thirty cents 
!ti Mfirch. 1312. 

If I'alifornia can nifike so favor¬ 
able a showing in .an i-xceptionally ad¬ 
verse year, is there not go.td reason 
for the chestily Imastfnl. irrei.ressibly 
optimistic fittitude of the simtiy stfite?

Somebody seems to have gniu- to 
sleep when making up the county .i.s- 
sessnietit rolls for Sierra .Madre last 
year, judging b.v tlie deliniitient list 
which has been puhlished. Both the 
Sierra .Madre public lihrar.v propertv 
and a liortion of the Congregational 
church property are listed as delin- 
'juent. when as a tnalter of fact neither 
la assessable. The lihr.ir.v prol'erty w as 
not assessi’d for the previous year, as 
show II liy Investigation by tneinbers of 
the llbrar.v board. Conseiiuentl.v no 
attention w.as paid to the matter at 
the time for paying taxes last fall 
as It was su|iposed the deiuity who 
made the assessment was b.v that time 
iiware that tlui property was u.sed 
for free luibllc llbrar.v purposes and 
was Conseiiuentl.v not stihject to tax¬ 
ation. 

The error inthe case of the Coti- 
gregational church lUoperly was even 
mori' curious and inexcii.sable. The 
ehureh building is located on twii lots. 
W’hich happen to have been laid out In 
dirferent tracts. No tissesmenl was 
levied on the cast lot, h.v the west 
lot was taxed and went delliuiuent h.v 
retison of the fact that (he church trus¬ 
tees iissnmeil that the assessor would 
be aware of the lawful exemption. 

I-Jisl year's assessment in Sierra 
Madre was made b.v Deputy F H. 
Thomas, who had served for many 
.years and was presumed to he familiar 
with the existence of the various pub¬ 
lic Institutions and tint llalile to make 
such mistkes. This fact lends strength 
to the supposition that the errors crept 
In after the local assesnient roll had 
left the hands of .Mr. Thomas.

TO PREVENT FLIES 

FROM BREEDING 


Keep the manure, while It is In the 
Btuhle, lu u closeil tilu or pit. 

Screen stuliles If possible 
Remove the miiniire at least twice a 
week j 

Every time the stalls are cleaned and ; 
the maiuire placed lu the pit oi bin ^ 
sprinkle It with dry plaster ipowdered 
gypsumi or slaked lime. 

Be sure tliut you sprinkle the cracks 
and crevices of the liln or pit as well 
as the cracks between the planking of 
the stall floors. 

If flies begin to breed in stored inn 
nure they may be killed by Uiorougtily 
spraying it wltn keroseue oi pans 
green and then (Kiurlng on enuugli wa 
ter to wash the oil or poison well In. 

The objwtlon to the use of kerosene 
Is that It ruins the manure for fertlllz 
Ing puriKises A solution of Iron sul 
phate (one pound to a gallotii, applied 
at the rate of one gallon a day la a 
stable wliere one horse Is kept, will 
kill all the maggots. It costs about $1 
per 100 pounds, so that the cost of 
keeping flies from breeding lu a one 
horse stable Is about 1 cent a day 
It Is well to atsillsh old fastiloned 
outhouses where iiosslble Where tills 
cannot be dune a liberal nnioiirit of 
lime should be used, nfiplled In small 
amounts dally Chloride of lime Is 
better than slakisl lime, but slaked 
lime Is better than none at all 
(Jarbi'ge cans should tie thoronghl.v 
denned after emptying, and the con 
tents should he sprinkled with crude 
oil, lime or kerosene oil

It was only a little over a hundrd'd 
years aso that unbearable abuses In 
the liritlsli navy drove the whole 
Channel l■‘leet to revolt. The mutinous 
fleet—uijon which KpRland's national 
existence deiiended—blockaded the 
Thames anil seized Hritlsh merchant 
vessels. The rebidllmis sailors were 
soon bullied and wheedled Into sul)- 
mi.sslon and a few years later were 
wrltlnur the name of TrafalRur up on 
the role of Itritlsh naval victories. 

Indeed, the great Krederlck, with 
still iirofourtd knowledge of Itie sol¬ 
diers, did not hesitate to Incoriiorate 
eapturisl troojis of the enemy into his 
own army, lie knew very vv’ell th.at If 
you put a man In uniform, subject him 
to military dlselplin*' for a year, then 
show him a body of men in a different 
uniform and say "Fie 'em!”—he will 
fight whether or not he undertsands 
what he Is lighting about, or apiiroves 
It if he does tinderstand. Tolstoi 
showed bing ago how military dlsel- 
idlne denatures huni.anity.

It has resulted In the enactment of 
hiws concerning health, morals, child 
Welfare and feminine civil rights, for 


which the women white unenfranchised 
had fob years iileaded in vain. 

It has given a new interest, purpose 
and effectiveness to the tlioii.sands of 
women's elubs throughout tlie state, 
aiid has bro.ight .scores of new organl- 
ziitlons into being for the express iiar- 
posl of einiipidng the women with a 
knowledge of government and < ivies. 

It has not resulted in breaking up 
the home. i in tlic coiitrar.v. It has re¬ 
sulted In bettering the men, precisely 
as men are always uiilifted and 
strengtin nod In any held of endeavor 
in which women are permitted to sliare 
with till 111 their labors and iiroldcms. 

It has not resulted In a scrainble for 
office on the part of the women. On 
the contrary, the women, as a class, 
recognizing their lack of iiolitical train¬ 
ing, have so far deliberately refrained 
from seeking office. 

It has not caused the women to neg¬ 
lect lln ir duties, (in the contrary, hotti 
as eltizeiis and as mothers, it tms In- 
sjiiri d them with a deeper ri-giird for 
their d dies and has enabled tbem In I 
ineid Ibejr res|ionsibilitles willi greater 
inti lligeiiee and f fflcieney.
